CONSENT MOTION TO CONTINUE SENTENCING 

1. On March 24, 2006, defendant David B. LeBlanc pleaded guilty before the Hon. John 
Facciola to a one-count information charging him with causing corporate contributions to be made to 
federal political campaigns, in violation of 2 U.S.C. § 441(b).
